REPORT OF THE TRIBUNAL CONSTITUTED BY THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA 
VIDE ITS NOTIFICATION NO. S0.2427(E) DATED 24.10.2011 

To curb and control the anti nation activities of The National Liberation 
Front of Tripura and All Tripura Tiger Force Association (hereinafter 

referred to as the ‘NLFT’ and “ATTF”) i.e. to establish a separate country 
by secession of Tripura from the Indian Union, which are detrimental to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India, the Central Government in exercise of 
powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967) vide notification No.S.0.2299 (E) dated 
3.10.2011 declared the NLFT and ATTF along with all their factions, wings 
and front organizations as unlawful associations. 
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Th6 Notification datod 3.10.2011 publishod in tho Official Gazotto issuod by 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs, is as under

1. S.O. 2299(E)- Whereas, the National Liberation Front of Tripura and 
the various wings thereof (hereinafter referred to as the NLFT) and All 
Tripura Tiger Force (hereinafter referred to as the ATTF) have as their 
professed aim, to establish an independent nation by secession of Tripura 
from India through armed struggle in alliance with other armed secessionist 
organizations of Tripura and incite indigenous people of Tripura, for 
secession and thereby the secession of Tripura from India; 


2. And whereas, the ATTF and its political wing the Tripura Peoples 
Democratic Front have been protesting against merger of Tripura into Indian 
Union and have been issuing joint statement with some other Under Ground 
outfits of North Eastern Region criticizing merger of Tripura into India as 
‘illegal’ and upholding the ‘sovereignty and independence’ of the State of 
Tripura; 


3. And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that the NLFT and 
the ATTF have:- 


Been engaging in subversive and violent activities, thereby undermining 
the authority of the Government and spreading terror and violence 
among the people for achieving their objectives; 

Established linkages with other unlawful associations, viz, the National 
Democratic Front of Boroland, United Liberation Front of Assam and 
Meitei Extremist outfits of Manipur with the aim of mobilising their 
support; 

In pursuance of their aims and objectives in recent past engaged in 
violent and unlawful activities which are prejudicial to the sovereignty 
and integrity of India; 


4. And whereas, the Central Government is also of the opinion that their 
violent and unlawful activities include,- 
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Killing of civilians and personnel belonging to the Police and Security 
Forces; 

Extortion of funds from the public including businessmen and traders in 
Tripura; 

Establishing and maintaining camps in neighbouring countries for the 
purpose of safe sanctuary, training, procurement of arms and 
ammunitions, etc; 

Causing and fomenting communal clashes between the Tribal and non- 
tribal communities in Tripura; 


5. And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that the 
aforesaid activities of the NLFT and the ATTF are detrimental to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India and that they are unlawful associations; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) 
of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 
1967), the Central Government hereby declares the National Liberation 
Front of Tripura (NLFT) along with all its factions, wings and front 
organizations and the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) along with all its 
factions, wings, and front organizations to be as unlawful associations; 


6. And whereas, the Central Government is also of the opinion that if there 
is no immediate curb and control of the NLFT and the ATTF they will take 
the opportunity to,- 


Mobilise their cadres for escalating their secessionist, subversive and 
violent activities; 

Propagate anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to 
India’s sovereignty and national integrity; 

Indulge in killings of civilians and targeting of the Police and Security 
Forces personnel; 

Procure and induct illegal arms and ammunitions from across the 
international border; 

Extort and collect huge funds from the public for their unlawful 
activities; 


7. And whereas, the Central Government, having regard to the above 
circumstances, is of the opinion that it is necessary to declare the NLFT and 
the ATTF along with all their factions, wings and front organizations as 
unlawful associations with immediate effect; and accordingly, in exercise of 
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the powers conferred by the proviso to sub-s^ctlon (3) of Section 3 of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central 
Government hereby directs that this notification shall, subject to any order 
that may be made under section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date 
of its publication in the Official Gazette.

As provided in Section 5(1) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 
(hereinafter referred to as the ‘UA Act' in short), I was appointed by the 
Government of India as one-man Tribunal vide its Notification No. S.O. 
2427(E) dated 24th October, 2011, and the Notification dated 3^*^ October, 
2011 was referred by the Central Government to me for the purpose of 
adjudicating whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the NLFT 
and ATTF organizations as unlawful associations. 

On receipt of the Reference, a preliminary hearing was held on 18^'’ 

\ 

November, 2011 on which date Notices were directed to be issued to the 
NLFT and ATTF to show cause within 30 days from the date of service of 
such notice as to why it be not declared unlawful. Notices were directed to 
be served on the aforesaid Associations at the addresses, as may be 
available, by publication in two local newspapers, published in the locality 
where the,associations have their establishments or presence as known in 
the State of Tripura and outside as well as in electronic media (Radio, 
Doordarshan and official website of the State of Tripura) and also by affixing 
a copy thereof at conspicuous parts of the office, if any, of the said

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associations and by serving a copy of such notice where possible on the 
principal office bearers, if any, of the associations at their addresses by 
registered post or otherwise. At the request of Mr.Gopal Singh, Advocate for 
the State of Tripura, notices were directed to be published in “Daily Desher 
Katha” and “Dainik Sanbad”, two local newspapers. It was further directed 
that proclamation shall also be made by beat of drums as well as by 
loudspeakers in the areas about the contents of the notice and notification 
of the constitution of the Tribunal in areas where the activities of the said 
associations are ordinarily carried on. Notices were also directed to be 
pasted on the notice boards of the office of each District 
Magistrate/Tehsildar at the Headquarters of the District or Tehsil and the 
office of the Deputy Commissioner and market places, as feasible. The next 
date fixed was 22 "^ December, 2011. 

On 22*^^ December, 2011 Mr.J.P.N,Singh, Director to the Government of 
India, Ministry of Home Affairs, New Delhi filed an affidavit confirming that 
the notices issued by the Tribunal have been given wide publicity as 
directed by the Tribunal. A copy of the press release in Bengali and copies 
of the newspaper clippings i.e. “Daily Desher Katha” dated 29,11.2011 and 
“Dainik Sanbad” dated 29.11.2011 were also enclosed with the affidavit. 

Mr. S.K,Nandi, Joint Residence Commissioner, Government of Tripura, also 
filed an affidavit of service dated 22.12.2011, Ex.P-16/1. True copies of the 

service report sent by the administration of various Districts were also 

% 

enclosed with the said affidavit. Notices were also published in five local 
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newspapers i.e Dainik Sanbad. Daily Desher Katha, Bibek, Pradibadi Kalam 
and Ajkaal, copies whereof were annexed with the said affidavit, wide 
publicity was given through All India Radio, Agartala and Doordarshan, 
Agartala. However, notices could not be directly served upon the office 
bearers of the organizations or at their respective offices, since location of 
such offices or office bearers were stated to be not known. 

After going through the affidavits of service filed and hearing counsel for 
the Union of India and the Government of Tripura, I was satisfied that the 
notices issued to the NLFT and ATTF had been duly served in the manner 
ordered. Since none appeared on behalf of the NLFT and ATTF, and no 
reply/objections were filed for and on behalf of NLFT and ATTF, the Central 
and State Governments were directed to file their affidavits by way of 
evidence along with documents. Affidavit by way of evidence for and on 
behalf of the State of Tripura was filed on 27.01.2012 by Sh. S.K. Nandi, 
Joint Resident Commissioner, Govt, of Tripura, Exhibit P‘16/2, and affidavit 
by way of evidence for and on behalf of the Central Government was filed 
on 16.02.2012 by Sh. J.P.N. Singh, Director to the Govt, of India in the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Exhibit P-15, On 16'"’ February, 2012 the following 
issue was framed: 

"Whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the National 
Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) and All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) 
as unlawful associations.” 

The matter was listed for recording of evidence on 2 "^"^ and 3''"^ March, 2012 
at Agartala, State of Tripura. 
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In the affidavits filed by the Central Government and the State of Tripura, 
both have highlighted the background in which the Notification was passed 
declaring the NLFT and the ATTF as Unlawful Associations under the Act. 

In order to demonstrate that there was enough material before the Central 
Government to form the aforesaid opinion and to record satisfaction that 
the NLFT and the ATTF are rightly declared as Unlawful Associations, 
Mr.J.P.N.Singh, Director Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, 
deposed in his affidavit that the NLFT was formed in June, 1989 and the 
ATTF was formed in 1993. The professed aim of these associations is to 
establish a separate country by secession of Tripura from the Indian Union 
in alliance with other armed secessionist organizations of the North Eastern 
Region which amounts to unlawful activity under section 2(o)(i) of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. The NLFT and the ATTF were 
initially declared as Unlawful Associations under the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 with effect from 3^*^ April, 1997 and thereafter the 
period of declaration of these Associations had been extended from time to 
time. The Headquarters of NLFT and ATTF are in Bangladesh and the 
organizations have hideouts and shelters in that country from where the 
violent incidents in Tripura have been planned and executed by them. NLFT 
maintains close nexus with other North East insurgent groups particularly 
the National Socialist Council of Nagaland (Issac-Muivah) and National 
Democratic Front of Boroland (NDFB) and ATTF has close links with United 
Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA), the People’s Liberation Army (PLA) of

Manipur and Kamtapur Liberation Organisation (KLO) for procurement of 
arms and training facilities. These organizations also allegedly maintain links 
with ISI of Pakistan. 

Mr.J.P.N.Singh also categorically stated that both, NLFT and ATTF believe in 
using violence as a mean to achieve their goal of over throwing the 
democratically elected government of Tripura. NLFT generally targets non- 
tribals and police/security forces personnel but they do not hesitate in 
attacking tribals who oppose their anti national drive. Violent activities of 
ATTF had shown significant decrease during the last few years due to 
differences among its leaders but they are not ready for negotiations on the 
pretext that they would participate only if the talks are held on sovereignty 
of Tripura in the presence of a representative of United Nations. 

Mr. J.P.N. Singh with its affidavit has filed as Annexures A-1 to A-5 the 
details of the incidents of violence committed by the NLFT and ATTF. These 
incidents have also been mentioned in the affidavit filed on behalf of the 
State of Tripura, Ex.P-16/2 and will be dealt with at a later stage. 

To justify their case that the NLFT and the ATTF are still engaged in war 
against the Government of India using arms against the security forces 
engaged in lawful duties, unlawful activities like extortion, kidnapping for 
ransom, killing of innocent people etc., Mr.S.K.Nandi, Joint Resident 
Commissioner, Government of Tripura, has filed an affidavit for and on 
behalf of the State Government of Tripura, Exhibit P-16/2 alongwith copies 
of the Constitution of the NLFT and the ATTF, extortion/tax notices, list of 
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extremist camps situated in Bangladesh, their strength and fire power, chart 
showing statistics of extremist related cases during the period of last two 
years, copies of FIRs lodged in various Police Stations in connection with the 
crimes committed by these organizations and true copies of interrogation 
reports of arrested/surrendered militants. 

A sitting of the Tribunal was held in Agartala on 2"^ March, 2012 when the 
evidence of the following 14 witnesses was recorded: 

1. Sh.Saradindu Chaudhuri, Deputy Secretary, Home Deptt. Government 
of Tripura, PW-1; 

2. Sh.Uttam Kumar AAajumder, Superintendent of Police, Special Branch, 
Tripura, PW-2; 

3. Sh.Kiran Sankar Chowdhury, Sub inspector of Police, PS Budhjung 
Nagar, Tripura, PW-3; 

4. Sh.Dipendra Debbarma, Sub Inspector of Police, PS Natunbazar, 
Tripura, PW-4; 

5. Sh.Kajal Rudra Paul, Sub Inspector of Police, Reserce officer, office 
of Superintendent of Police, Kailasahar, Tripura, PW-5; 

6. Sh.Nakul Debbarma, 5.1., PS Kailasahar, Tripura, PW-6;

PW-1, Sh.Saradindu Chaudhuri, Deputy^ Secretary, Home Deptt. Government 
of Tripura, tendered an affidavit dated 27.02.2012 which was exhibited as 
P-1. To prove service of notice upon NLFT and ATTF, he proved: 

(i) letters confirming service of notice sent by the administration 
to the various districts, Ex.P-1 (colly)/W-1 at pages 4 to 7 of 
the affidavit dated 22.12.2011 filed on behalf of the State; 

(ii) copies of press clippings and notices published in five local 
newspapers, i.e. “Dainik Sanbad”, “Daily Desher Katha”, 
“Bibek", “PradibadiKalam” and “Ajkaal” Exhibit P-2(Colly)/W- 
1 at pages 8 to 12 of the affidavit of service dated 22.12.2011 
filed on behalf of the State, 

(iii) copies of letter dated 07.12.2011 confirming the publication 
and broadcast of notices in newspapers and media, Exhibit P- 
3(Colly)/W-1 at pages 13 a 14 of the aforesaid affidavit dated 
22.12.2011. 


In his affidavit filed by way of evidence he reiterated that the State of 
Tripura, formerly a princely state, was integrated into the Union of India in 
October t949. After its merger, Tripura has become an integral part of 
India. However, to achieve their secessionist aims and objectives, ATTF and 
NLFT and their factions have illegally adopted a separate Constitution 
providing for a “Separate ‘People's Republic Government” with the 
trappings of a civilian setup. They have also maintained a separate armed 
wing with a hierarchical setup on the pattern of the regular army. They are 
equipped v/ith a large number of lethal weapons, including sophisticated 
weapons of mass destruction. 
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He further stated that during the course of investigation, it has emerged 
that members of ATTF/NLFT along with their factions are involved and 
responsible for subversive activities. With the objectivje of achieving their 
professed aim of establishing an independent ‘Borokland Tripura’ by 
'liberating' Tripura from the Indian Union, the NLFT and ATTF and their 
factions have been indulging in secessionist and subversive activities which 
threatens the sovereignty of the country, disturbs public order and 
development of the State and creates terror among the people. They have 
procured lethal weapons such as Land Mines, Rocket Launchers, RPGs etc. 
which they are using against security forces. This has been corroborated by 
reliable information received from various channels. 

He deposed that during the last Republic Day and Independence Day, both 
the ATTF & NLFT gave a call for boycotting the celebrations and raised black 
flags in the interior places of Tripura in order to prohibit the public from 
attending the functions organized for celebrating the occasions. 

PW-2 Sh. Uttam Kumar AAajumder, Superintendent of Police, Special 
Branch, Tripura testified the contents of the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 
filed by way of evidence, Exhibit P’2. He also proved on record: 

(i) Exhibit A-1/W-2, the constitution of National Liberation Front 
of Tripura (NLFT) at pages 18 to 43 of the affidavit dated 
27.01.2012 of Sh. S.K. Nandi; 

(ii) The constitution of All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF), Exhibit A- 
2/W-2 at pages 44 to 56 of the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of 
Sh. S.K. Nandi; 

(iii) Copies of the 16 tax circulars issued by NLFT, Exhibit A-3 
(Colly)/W-2 at pages 57 to 78 of the affidavit dated 27.01.2012

(iv) A list of extremists camps situated in Bangladesh, list of 
estimated strength and fire power of NLFT and ATTF, Exhibit 
A-4(Colly)/W-2 at pages 79 to 87 of the affidavit dated 
27.01.2012 of Sh. S.K, Nandi, and; 

(v) A list containing the statistics of extremist related cases, list 
of kidnapped and abducted persons, list of injured persons and 
list of persons killed during the period 03.10.2009 to June 2011 
in cases involving NLFT and ATTF, Exhibit A'5(Colly)/W-2 at 
pages 88 to 95 of the affidavit dated 27.01.2012. 

According to the statistics 34 cases were reported against the NLFT and 
ATTF in which 12 persons were killed, 7 persons were injured and 43 persons 
were kidnapped and abducted by the NLFT and ATTF during the period from 
03.10.2009 to June, 2011. Exhibit A-5 (Colly)/W-2 at pages 89 to 95 
contains the detailed particular of these cases. He also proved the 
interrogation report of Haito Kumar Tripura @ Kwthang, s/o late Agnicharan 
Tripura; Bhatatjoy Reang @ Biyak, s/o. Sashadhar Reang, and; Jagadish 
Debbarma @ Jester @ Mahadev, s/o. ShSudhanya Debbarma are collectively 
marked as Exhibit A-7(Colly)/W-2 at pages 139 to 237 of the affidavit dated 
27.01.2012. The interrogation report of Sh. Jagdish Debbarma pertains to 
ATTF, while the other two pertains to NLFT. He tendered for a perusal of 
the tribunal, the sealed envelopes containing the Intelligence reports 
prepared by Special Branch of the Police, MHA containing confidential 
information in relation to the activities of NLFT and ATTF. He produced 
before the Tribunal a map of Tripura bordering Bangladesh, Exhibit A-8/W- 
2, which shows the various camps situated across the border in Bangladesh - 
about 20 camps of NLFT and about 2 camps of ATTF. These camps have

been marked in Green circles in relation to NLFT camps, and in Orange 
circles in relation to ATTF camps. He then tendered in evidence the 
certified copies of tv/o FIRs bearing Nos. 16/2011 dated 04.10.2011 under 
Section 364A/34 I PC read with Section 27 of Arms Act registered at Police 
Station Raishabali and FIR No.1/2012 dated 19.01.2012 registered at P.5. 
Chawmanu under Section 120B/34 IPC and Section 125 (1A) of the Arms Act 
and Section 10/13 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 as 
Exhibit P-2/1 and Exhibit P-2/2 respectively. 

In his affidavit he stated that the NLFT is an underground extremist 
organization. It has framed its Constitution and issued Tax Notices. Copies 
of the Constitution have been circulated in the State of Tripura 
clandestinely and surreptitiously. Similarly, the Tax Notices have been 
served upon the recipients named in those notices, clandestinely and 
surreptitiously. He further stated that the documents i.e. constitution, tax 
notices mentioned above have been recovered by the Security Agencies in 
the State during the course of duty and the facts deposed in evidence have 
been culled out from the various first information reports recorded by the 
police, statements recorded by the police during investigation and 
intelligence reports collected by the security agencies of the State.. In the 
end he deposed that the activities of NLFT a ATTF are still continuing. 
They have joined hands together with terrorist groups and organizations in 
the north-east to enhance their activities in future. 
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PW-3, Mr.Kiran Sankar Chowdhury, Sub Inspector of Police, PS Budhjung 
Nagar, Tripura also tendered his affidavit dated 27.02.2012 by way of 
evidence which was exhibited as Exhibit P-3. He deposed that he Is the

Investigating Officer in FIR No.43/2009 dated 20.12.2009 registered at 
Police Station Budhjung Nagar, Exhibit A-6.1(Colly)/W-3, annexed at page 
96 of the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh. S.K. Nandi. He explained in the 
affidavit that on 02.10.2009, 4/5 unknown ATTF extremists armed with gun 
entered the house of one Sri Narendra Debbarma, s/o Late Biswa Ch. 
Debbarma of village Puniram Sardar Para, P.S.: Bodjung Nagar and abducted 
Sri Narendra Debbarma at gun point. On the basis of the complaint received 
from Smt. Mallika Debbarma, w/o Sri Narendra Debbarma a First 
Information Report was registered at P.S.: Bodjung Nagar as Case No. 43 of 
2009 on 20.12.2009 under section 364 IPC and 27 Arms Act. The 
investigation in the aforesaid case has been conducted by him. 

He also tendered in evidence FIR No. 14/2009 dated 17.11.2009 registered at 
Police Station Mungiakami under Section 148/149/353/307 IPC and 25(1- 
B)(a) and 27 of the Arms Act, which is Exhibit A-6.2(Colly)/W-3 annexed as 
Anneuxre-6 (Colly) to the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh. S.K. Nandi at 
page 98. He explained that on 15.11.2009, a 6''’ BN TSR was conducting a 
joint operation near Kalai Basti. At around 1530 hrs the personal of the 
search party came under heavy firing by a group of NLFT extremist let by 
Suren Debbarma @ Subai Gotong. The TSR personnel also retaliated by firing 
back to save their life and arms. The firing lasted for about 5 minutes. After 
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the stoppage of the firing, the area was searched to nab the extremist. 
During the search one country made gun was recovered. No casualty took 
place from the side of TSR personnel. He stated that he is aware of this 
incident as the incident took place wiftiin the jurisdiction of near by police 
station. On the basis of the information received from Sub GD Abhijit 
Sarkar, a First Information Report was registered at P.S. Mungiakami as Case 
No. 14 of 2009 dated 17.11.2009 under section 148/149/353/307 IPC and 25 
(1-B) (a)/27 of the Arms Act. 

PW-4, Sh.Dipendra Debbarma who is posted as Sub-Inspector of Police 
station Natunbazar. District Gomti, Tripura tendered in evidence his 
affidavit which was marked as Exhibit P-4. He tendered in evidence FIR 
No. 21/2011 dated 30.06.2011 registered at Police Station Natunbazar under 
Section 365 IPC and 27 Arms Act, Exhibit A-6.1(CoUy)/W-4, which is marked 
as Annexure-6(colly) to the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh. S.K. Nandi at 
page 102. He stated that on 29.06.2011. total six persons were abducted by 
a group of armed extremist at gun point from Natun Bazar Police Station 
area. A complaint in this regard was received from one Shri Dino Kr. Reang 
on 30.06.2011. On the basis of the complaint received, a First Information 
Report was registered at P.S. Natun Bazar as Case No. 21 of 2011 on 
30.06.2011 under section 365 IPC and 27 Arms Act. The investigation in the 
aforesaid case has been conducted by him. 

In another incident on 10.12.2010, one Shri Ranjit Debbarma went to bring 
harvest near Rathiabari BSF camp beyond international border fencing. He 
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was forcefully taken away to Bangladesh by some extremists. A complaint 
regarding the aforesaid incident was received from the Smt. Sushila 
Debbarma, w/o Sri Ranjit Debbarma on 13.12.2010. He is aware of this 
incident as the incident took place within the jurisdiction of near by police 
station. On the basis of the information received a First Information Report 
was registered at P.S. Karbook as Case No. 13 of 2010 dated 13.12.2010 
under section 364A/34 IPC. A copy of the said FV.R No. 13 of 2010 dated 
13.12.2010, Police Station: Karbook is tendered in evide.'ice as Exhibit A-6.2 
(Colly)/W-4. The same is Annexure-6 (COLLY) to the affidavit dated 
27.01.2012 at page no. 100 filed on behalf of the State. 

PW-5 Sh.Kajal Rudra Paul, posted as Sub-Inspector of Police, Reserve 
Officer, Office of Superintendent of Police, Kailashahar, Unakoti District, 
Tripura tendered in evidence the FIR in case No.78/2009 dated 10.11.2009 
registered at Police Station Kanchanpur under Sections 148/149/302/326 IPC 
and 27 of the Arms Act as Exhibit A-6.1 (Colly)/W-5, which is at page 104 of 
the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh. S.K. Nandi. He stated that he is the 
Investigating Officer in this case. The FIR relates to an incident dated 
09.11.2009, when at around 2230 hrs. a group of NLFT (BM) extremist armed 
with sophisticated fire arms raided village Bhandarima and Pushram. The 
extremist group forced number of villagers out of their house and killed 
eight (8) persons at Laogangtui Para at a distance of about 3 km South West 
from Pushparai Para. One Gayarong Reang sustained bullet injury on her 
person. A complaint in this regard was received from one Shri Madan Mohan 
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Reang on 10.11.2009. On the basis of the complaint received a First 
Information Report was registered at P.S.: Kanchanpur as Case No. 78 of 
2009 on 10.11.2009 under section 148/149/302/326 IPC and 27 Arms Act. 

The next incident was of 01.04.2010, when a group of TSR personnel was 
conducting Special operations duty in ttie Chhoigarpur, Simanapur and 
Joymoni Para area on receiving source information regarding movement of 
extremist in the area. At around 1740 hrs., a group of NLFT extremists 
suddenly opened fired upon the TSR personnel. The TSR personnel also 
retaliated by firing back from AK-47 and 5.56 INSAS rifles. Total twelve 
rounds of ammunitions were fired by the TSR personnel. A complaint 
regarding the aforesaid incident was received from Sri Narendra Debbarma 
on 02,04.2010. He states that he is aware of this incident as the incident 
took place within the jurisdiction of Kanchanpur police station. On the basis 
of the information received a First Information Report was registered at 
P.S.: Kanchanpur as Case No. 23 of 2010 dated 02.04.2010 under section 
148/149/353/307 IPC. A copy of the said FIR No. 23 of 2010 dated 
02.04.2010, Police Station: Kanchanpur has been tendered in evidence as 
Exhibit A-6.2 (Colly)/W-5 annexed as Annexure-6 (Colly) to the affidavit 
dated 27.01.2012 at page no.106 filed on behalf of the State. 

The next witness produced by the State of Tripura was Sh.Nakul Debbarma, 
Sub Inspector, PS Kailasahar, Tripura as PW-6, tendered in evidence his 
affidavit dated 27.02.2012, Exhibit P-6. He submitted that he is the the 
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Investigating Officer in Case No. 98/2010 registered at,. Police Station 
Kanchanpur under Section 148/149/365 IPC and 27 of Arms Act. On 
26.11.2010, three labourers had been abducted by NLfT extremists at gun 
point from work site at Patlangrai AW Centre (Anganwadi Centre). The 
extremist were 5 in number. A complaint in this regard was received from 
one Abdul Sattar on 26.11.2010. On the basis of the complaint received a 
First Information Report was registered at P.S.: Kanchanpur as Case No. 98 
of 2010 on 26.11.2010 under section 148/149/365 IPC and 27 Arms Act, 
tendered in evidence as. Exhibit A-6.1 (Colly)/W-6. The same has been 
annexed as Annexure-6 (Colly) to the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 at page 
no. 109 filed on behalf of the State. The investigation in the aforesaid case 
has been conducted by him. 

He then deposed that on 31.01.2011 at around 10.30 A.M., one Mr. G. M. 
AAani, Site-in*Charge, Indo-Bangladesh Border Fencing Work, went for site 
visit in Vehicle No. TROlS-0482. The said vehicle came under fire from some 
unknown extremist group about 3 K. M. South West from Sawaram Para 
border out post. Mr. G. M. Mani succumbed to bullet injury at the spot and 
the driver Mr. Narayan received bullet injury on both his legs. A complaint 
regarding the aforesaid incident was received from Sri R. Mishra on 
31.01.2011. The investigation in the aforesaid case has been conducted by 
PW-6, On the basis of the information received a First Information Report 
was registered at P.S, Kanchanpur as Case No. 12 of 2011 dated 31.01.2011 
under section 148/149/326/302/307 IPC. A copy of the said FIR No. 12 of 
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2011 dated 31.01.2011, P.S. Kanchanpur has been tendered in evidence as 
Exhibit A-6.2 (Colly)/W-6, which is annexed as Annexure-6 (Colly) to the 
affidavit dated 27.01.2012 at page no.111 filed on behalf of the State. 

The next v/itness is Sh.Ganesh Ch, Deb, Sub Inspector, Police Station 
Ambassa, Distt. Dhalai, Tripura as PW-7. He tendered his affidavit dated 
27.02.2012 as Exhibit P-7. He stated that he is the Investigation officer in 
FIR No. 20/2009 dated 14.11.2009 registered at Police Station Chawmanu 
which is Exhibit A-6.1 (Colly)/W-7. The same is annexed as Exhibit A-6 Colly 
to the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh. S.K. Nandi at page 113. The said FIR 
relates to an incident dated on 13.11.2009, when at around 8 P.M. a group 
of extremists abducted one Sri Sana joy Tripura and Sri Laxmi Charan 
Chakma from a shop at Thalcherra Bazar. A complaint in this regard was 
received from one Shri Binda Tripura on 14.11.2009. On the basis of the 
complaint received a First Information Report was registered at P.S. 
Chawmanu as Case No. 20 of 2009 on 14.11.2009 under section 365 IPC. He 
stated that he is aware of this incident as the incident took place within 
the jurisdiction of Chawmanu Police Station. 


PW-7 then deposed in relation to FIR No. 14/2010 dated 06.08.2010 
registered at Police Station Chawmanu under Section 
148/149/353/326/302/307 IPC as Exhibit A-6.2(Colly)/W-7, which is 
annexed as Annexure A-6 (Colly) to the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh. 
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S.K. Nandi at page 118. He explained that on 06.08.2010 at around 0900 
hrs., one BSF party consisting of 1 Sub-Inspector and 9 Jawans v/ere 
providing protection to NPCC workers. The extremists group attacked the 
aforesaid security team by activating lEDs followed by throwing of hand 
grenades. As a result of the attack, constable Bajrangi who was front guide 
and constable Arup Das who was on second position sustained fatal injuries. 
Constable Bajrangi died on the spot succirmbing to his injuries. The BSF 
team also retaliated the fire, and as a result the militants ran away. A 
complaint regarding the aforesaid incident was received from the 
Commandant, 101 Battalion, B. S. F. on 06.08.2010. The investigation in the 
aforesaid case has been conducted by PW-7. 

PW-8, Sh.Subhrangshu Bhattacharjee, Sub Inspector of Police Station 
Nepaltilla, Dhalai, Tripura, tendered in evidence his affidavit dated 
29.02,2012 which is Exhibit P-8. FIR bearing Case No.29/2010 dated 
13.08.2010 registered at P.S. Gandacherra under Section 365 IPC and 27 
Arms Act, Exhibit A-6.1 (Colly)/W-8, annexed as Annexure A-6 (Colly) to the 
affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh. S.K.Nandi at page 129, and FIR No. bearing 
Case No.13/2010 dated 31.08.2010 under Sections 364A IPC and Section 27 
of the Arms Act, registered at P.S. Raishyabari, Exhibit A-6.2(Colly.)/W-8, 
which is annexed as Annexure A-6 (Colly) to the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 
of Sh. S.K.Nandi at page 124 are under his investigation.

The extremists group left demand notice 
which stated that if villagers do not pay subscription @ Rs. 1,200/- per 
family till 15^*^ August the abducted persons will not be released. A 
complaint in this regard was received from one Shri Chaityana Reang on 
13.08.2010. On the basis of the complaint received a First Information 
Report was registered at P.S.: Gandacherra as Case No. 29 of 2010 on 
13.08.2010 under Section 365 I PC and Section 27 of the Arms Act. The 
investigation in the aforesaid case has been conducted by PW-8. 

The second FIR is of an incident dated 29.08.2011, when at around 1900 
hrs,, a group of 7/8 NLFT extremists abducted at gun point five persons 
from near Indo-Bangladesh border while they were staying in a tong ghar for 
cultivating Jhum on their land. The extremists group handed over few threat 
letters wherein, it was stated that every family of that area vwuld have to 
pay Rs.1000/' as revenue to the NLFT extremist group other wise abducted 
persons would be killed. A complaint regarding the aforesaid incident was 
received from one Sri Unajoy Tripura on 3108.2010. He is aware of this 
incident as,the incident took place at a police station of nearby jurisdiction. 
On the basis of the information received a First Information Report was 
registered at P.S.; Raishyabari as Raishyabari PS Case No. 13 of 2010 dated

in evidence the FIR in case No.9/2010 dated 01.07.2010 registered at P.S. 
Ganganagar under Section 435 IPC, of which he is also the Investigating 
Officer as Exhibit A-6.1(Colly)/W-9, which is annexed as Annexure A-6

A 
complaint in this regard was received from one Shri Atenik Chowdhury on 
01.07.21)10. On the basis of the complaint received a First Information 
Report was registered at P.S.: Ganganagar as Ganganagar PS Case No. 09 of 

2010 on 01.07.2010 under Section 435 IPC. The investigation in the aforesaid 
case has been conducted by PW-9. 

The next police witness produced by the State of Tripura was Sh. 
Manoranjan Debbarma, Inspector of Police, Radhapuri Police Station. West 
Tripura PW-10, who tendered in evidence his affidavit dated 27.02.2012 as 
Exhibit P-10. He tendered in evidence the FIR in Case No.5/2009 registered 
at P.S. Dhumacherra Police Station under Section 148/149/333/307 IPC 
dated 18.11.2009 as Exhibit A-6.1 (Colly)/W-10. The same is annexed as 
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Anexure A-6 (Colly) to the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Shri S.K. Nandi at 
page 115. He also tendered in evidence FIR 13/2010 dated 22.02.2010 
registered at P.S. Manu under Section 148/149/333/307 I PC as Exhibit A-

Exhibit A-6.1 (colly)/W-10 relates to an incident dated 18.11.2009, On 
18.11.2009, at around 0830 hrs. armed extremist opened fire upon a team 
of security personnel engaged in counter terrorism operations. The 
exchange of fire continued for about 10/15 minutes. Two personnel of the 
security forces were injured in the said incident. A complaint in this regard 
was received from one Shri Chaityana Reang on 18.11.2009. On the basis of 
the complaint received a First Information Report was registered at P.S. 
Dhumacherra as Dhumacherra PS Case No. 05 of 2009 on 18.11.2009 under 
Section 148/149/333/307 IPC. The investigation in the aforesaid case has 
been conducted by the present deponent. 

The second FIR proved by PW-10 is of an incident dated 22.02.2010. He 
explained that on that day at around 0900 hrs., exchange of fire took place 
between a group of NLFT extremists and TSR personnel. In the exchange of 
fire one constable Ashish Ghosh of 8^*^ BN of TSR sustained serious bullet 
injury in his abdomen. A complaint regarding the aforesaid incident was 
received from one Sri Siri Runda of TSR on 22.02.2010. PW-10 is aware of 
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this incident as the incident took place at a police station of nearby 
jurisdiction. 


PW-11, Smt. Mallika Debbarma w/o late Narendra Debbarma, Puniram 
Sardar Para, P.S. Bodhjung Nagar is the Informant in FIR bearing Case 
No.43/2009 dated 20.12.2009 under Sections 364 I PC and 27 Arms Act 
registered at police station Bodhjung Nagar, Exhibit A-6.1 (CoUy)/W-3 at 
page 96 of the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh, S.K. Nandi. As proof of her 
identity, she produce her original Election ID card issued by the Election 
Commission of India bearing no. GKN 0367045 issued on 16.01.2007. The 
original has been seen and returned. A copy of the same is marked as PW- 
11/1. She stated that she had given the information to the police as the 
ATTF extremist had kidnapped her husband. 

PW-12 Sh.Manik Chowdhury s/o Sh.Alkas Miah r/o Kunjaban Agartala, 
Tripura is a civil contractor. As proof of his identity, he produced his 
original Driving License beaming No. TR-0120084900 issued by the Govt, of 
Tripura. The same has been seen and returned. A copy of the same has 
been tendered as Exhibit PW-12/1. He narrated that he was executing a 
sub-contract for National Project Construction Corporation (NPCC) for 
providing border fencing along the Indo-Bangla border. While working in the 
Maldha Kumar Para in Dhalai Distt., their machines i.e. one Volvo 2010 and 
Dozer D-80 machines were set on fire. In that area, the NLFT is in 
operation. He then lodged the FIR bearing case No.9/2010 on 01.07.2010 
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under Section 235 IPC in Ganganagar Police Station. Exhibit A-6.1 
(CoUy)/W-9 which is at page 131 of the affidavit dated 22.01.2012 of Sh. 
S.K. Nandi. He further deposed that no work is being done presently as the 

contractors are facing problems and threats from the terrorist organization, 
i.e. NLFT. 

PW-13 Sh.Abhijeet Sarkar s/o late Brajender Kumar Sarkar, D-COY, Vlth BN. 
TSR is posted as Subedar in Tulasikhar post. His Regiment No. is 97041082 
.In November 2009, he was posted at post Sukhdev Para which comes under 
Police Station Mungiakami when an information was received that NLFT 
extremists led by Suren Debbarma @ Subai Gotong were in the area. He 
proceeded with 29 others of the 6 ^^ Battalion of Tripura State Rifles (TSR) 
and conducted an operation. They encountered heavy fire which was 
returned. The NLFT extremists, however, fled. Their guide was carrying a 
country made gun. 22 rounds were fired including 2 rounds of AK-47 rifle. 
He reported this information to the officer in charge of Police Station 
AAungiakami vide FIR No. 14/2009 on 17.11.2009 under Section 
148/149/353/307 IPC read with Section 25(1B)(a)/27 of the Arms Act. 
Exhibit A-6.2(Colly)/W-3 is a copy of the said FIR, which is at page 98 of the 
affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh. S.K. Nandi. 


PW 14 Sh. Babul Das is posted as Sub Inspector at Ambassa police station 
Distt. Dhalia, Tripura. His identity card no, is 53/2011. On 18.11.2009, he 
was posted at Dhumacherra Police Station. Information was received that 
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one NLFT extremist Chhattrabhangha Jamatia alongwith his supporters was 
collecting ransom and planning to atxluct people from Dhupchah. To picket 
the said terrorist, he went along with police party. They were fired upon 
and they retaliated with fire to save life and property. Two of their men 
were injured in the exchange of fire. On the basis of his information dated 
18.11.2009, FIR No. 5/2009 dated 18,11.2009 under Section 
148/149/333/307 I PC read with Section 27 of the Arms Act was registered at 
P.S. Dhumacherra. Copy of the FIR No.5/2009 dated 18.11.2009 registered 
at P.S. Dhumacherra on the basis of the said information is Exhibit A- 
6.1 (Colly)/W-10 at page 115. A copy of his complaint/information is Exhibit 
PW-14/1 which is at pages 116-117 of the affidavit dated 27.01.2012 of Sh. 
S.K. Nandi. 

All the above witnesses, i.e. PW-2 to PW-10 produced the original carbon 
copies of the FIRs proved by them, as maintained in the police station 
concerned, which were seen and returned, and certified copies of the said 
FIRs were taken on record. 

On 6^^ March, 2012 Mr.J.P.N.Singh, Director to the Government of India, 
Ministry of home Affairs appeared and his evidence was recorded as PW-15. 
He tendered his affidavit dated 16.2.2012 in evidence which was marked as 
Ex. P-15. He produced a sealed cover containing confidential documents 
which was stated to be the basis for the issuance of Notification dated 
03.10.2011 under section 3(1) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967 declaring NLFT and ATTF alongwith its wings and factions as unlawful 
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associations. The sealed cover was opened in court. It consists of 
comments/views received from the following Central Security organizations 
and the State Government of Tripura: 


1. Government of Tripura 

2. Ministry of Defence 

3. Directorate General, CRPF 

4. Directorate General, BSF 

5. Intelligence Bureau 

6. Cabinet Secretariat

It is stated that though the number of incidents of violence by ATTF during 
the last feW years has shown significant decrease because of 
disenchantment among its cadres over the functioning of the outfit and 
arrogant attitude of its leaders and wide spread public opinion against 
violence, but they continue to have camps in the remote Chittagong Hill 
Tracts of Bangladesh and continue to hold on to their stock of weapons. 
ATTF has also been protesting against the merger of erstwhile Tripuri 
Kingdom with India and pressing for a separate and sovereign country. 

State of Tripura moved an application seeking permission to examine Sh.S.K. 
Nandi, Joint Resident Commissioner, Government of Tripura, Tripura 
Bhawan, New Delhi. It was stated in the application that Shri Nandi had 
filed two affidavits before the Tribunal, namely, the affidavit of service 
dated 22.12.2011 and affidavit by way of evidence dated 27.01.2012. It was 
stated that the evidence of the witnesses produced by the State of Tripura 
were recorded at Agartala on 02.03.2012, on which date Sh. S.K. Nandi, the 
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deponent of these affidavits was not available, due to reasons beyond his 
control. This application was heard on 19.03.2012. 

The said application was allowed considering the fact that the report of the 
Tribunal was pending consideration, and the application was moved without 
much delay as also because no prejudice would be caused to any of the 
parties, particularly, the ATTF and NLFT who have chosen not to participate 
in these proceedings. Accordingly, the statement of Mr. S.K.Nandi, Joint 
Resident Commissioner, Government of Tripura, Tripura Bhawan, New Delhi, 
who was present in person, was recorded separately as PW-16. He tendered 
his affidavit of service dated 22,12.2011 as Ex. P-16/1. He also tendered in 
evidence his affidavit dated 27.01.2012 as Ex.P-16/2. 

Mr.Gopal Singh, learned counsel for the State of Tripura and Mr.Sumit 
Pushkarna, learned counsel for the Central Government placed reliance on 
the affidavits and evidence of PW1 to PW-16. Reliance is also placed on the 
materials in the sealed covers which have been opened and perused. 
However, looking to the sensitivity of the documents/materials produced, it 
may not be appropriate to disclose the contents of the same. 

The Supreme Court in Jamaat’E’Istami Hind Vs, UO/, (1995) 1 SCC 428, 
held that while adjudicating a notification issued by the government 
banning an organization as an unlawful association, the Tribunal, keeping in 
view the scheme of the Act and the Rules framed thereunder, may not 
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disclose the source of information and the full particulars thereof, whenever 
required in public interest. 

I have gone through the evidence produced and examined the documents, 
FIRs, reports and inputs received by the Central Government and 
Government of Tripura from different agencies. To summarise the Central 
Government and the State of Tripura are claiming extension of the 
declaration of the NLFT and ATTF as unlawful associations for the following 
reasons: 

1. Continued espousal of the policy of secession of Tripura from India by 
NLFT and ATTF; 

2. Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the sovereignty and 
integrity of India; 

3. Continued adoption of violence and terror through armed action as a 
means for achieving their objectives; 

4. Extortions and illegal tax collections from the public including 
businessmen, traders and even Government employees; 

5. Continued nexus with inter Services Intelligence of Pakistan and close 

links with some of the insurgent outfits of the North Eastern Region; 
and 

6. Continued maintenance of sanctuaries, safe havens and training camps 
in neighbouring countries. 

Clauses (o) and (p) of Section 2 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967 contain definitions of ‘unlawful activity’ and ‘unlawful association’ 
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respectively, and they read as follows 

“(o) “unlawful activity”, in relation to an individual or association 
means any action taken by such individual or association (whether by 
committing an act or by words, either spoken or written, or by signs or 
by visible representation or otherwise), — 


(i) which is intended, or supports any claim, to bring about, on any 
ground whatsoever, the cession of a part of the territory of India or the 
secession of a part of the territory of India from the Union, or which 
incites any individual or group of individuals to bring about such cession 
or secession; or 

(ii) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or is intended to disrupt the 
sovereignty and territorial integrity of India; or 

(iii) which causes or is intended to cause disaffection against 
India;” 


“(p) “unlawful association” means any association, - 


(i) which has for its object any unlawful activity, or which 
encourages or aids persons to undertake any unlawful activity, or of 
which the members undertake such activity; or 

(ii) which has for its object any activity which is punishable under 
Section 153A or Section 153B of the Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860), or 
which encourages or aids persons to undertake any such activity, or of 
which the members undertake any such activity; 

Provided that nothing contained in sub-clause (ii) shall apply to the 
State of Jammu & Kashmir;” 

It is clear from the above definitions that an ‘unlawful activity’ defined in 
clause (o) means ‘any action’ taken of the kind specified therein and having 
the consequences mentioned. In other words, ‘any action' taken by such 
individual or association constituting an ‘unlawful activity’ must have the 
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potential specified iili the definitions. Determination of these facts 
constitute the foundation for declaring an association to be unlawful under 
sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Act. Clause (p) defines ‘unlawful 
association’ with reference to ‘unlawful activity' in sub-clause (i) thereof, 
and in sub-clause (ii) the reference is to the offences punishable under 
Section 153-A or Section 153-B of the Indian Penal Code, In sub-clause (ii), 
the objective determiiation is with reference to the offences punishable 
under Section 153-A or Section 153-B of the IPC while in sub-clause (i), it is 
with reference to ‘unlawful activity’ as defined in clause (o). These 
definitions make it clear that the determining test of the question whether 
any association is, or has become, an “unlawful association”, is whether 
‘any action’ taken by such association constitutes an ‘unlawful activity’ 
which is the object of i;he association. 

According to the const tution of NLFT, exhibited as Ex.A-1/W-2, the primary 
objective of the organization is to establish, with armed struggle, a distinct 
and independent identity of the Borok civilization of Tripura. Similarly, in 
the constitution of ATI F, exhibited as Ex.A-2/W-2, the motive and objective 
of the organization, irter alia, is to form a separate country consisting of 
seven sister States of North East, viz. Tripura, Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, 
Nagaland, Arunachal Pradesh and Meghalaya, by using all their forces. The 
aforesaid Clearly shov/s that both the organizations have a secessionist 
ideology, to segregate north eastern States from Union of India and form a 
separate country, thus bringing them within the purview of Section 2(o) & 2 
(p) of the Act. 
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The investigation reports submitted by the Central Government reveals that 
as per inputs and interrogation reports of surrendered militants, at present 
12 NLFT camps and 5 ATTF camps are available in Bangladesh. These groups 
i.e. NLFT and ATTF have continued their violent activities and indulge in 
extortion, kidnappings and smuggling of >veapoRs. Though most of their 
leaders and cadres are in Bangladesh, they continue to carry out extortion 
related crimes in the border areas of Dhalai and North districts. Recent 
inputs also indicate that top leaders of ATTF and NLFT enjoy safe havens in 
the important cities of Bangladesh including Dhaka and have established 
business ventures and v/ell enmeshed themselves in the local social fibre. 

Both the NLFT and the ATTF continue to mobilize their cadres for escalating 
secessionist/subversive activities. There has been no change in their means 
to achieve their ends of separation of Tripura from rest of India and creation 
of a separate country. While NLFT has been demanding a separate country 
since its inception, the secessionist tendencies of ATTF became more 
pronounced with the emergence of its political wing Tripura People’s 
Democratic Front (TPDF founded in 1997) talking of national freedom 
through an armed movement. Both these outfits believe in armed revolution 
and the use of violence as a means to achieve their goal of over throwing 
the democratically elected government. Both these outfits have also been 
boycotting observance/celebration of national days and giving calls for 
“Bandhs” on these days. These organizations propagate anti national 
activities in collusion with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and national 
integrity. They collect funds through extortion/kidnapping of private 
citizens/Govt. Officials and from various funds/projects of the Government 
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to meet thefr financial needs. The NLFT has continued to target BSF 
personnel and border fencing workers in the past in Manikpur, Dhalai, 
Kanchanpur and Chawmanu, Gandhacherra, Ganganagar, Raishyabri PS 
areas in which six persons (5 BSF, 1 NPCC workers) were killed and seven 
other (5 BSF, 2 NPCC workers) injured. Abduction of contractors and 
labourers engaged in border fencing has continued by these outfits. During 
2010 the NLFT in two separate incidents, abducted 15 contract workers. Out 
of 5 incidents in the last about one year, 14 villagers including 7 contract 

workers were kidnapped in three separate incidents over non- payment of 
extortion money. 

It has been contended by Mr. Gopal Singh and AAr. Pushkarna that lif’tihg of 
ban would provide opportunity to these outfits to re-group, re-organise and 
re-establish in the Tripura region which in turn would be detrimental to the 
operations of the Security Forces and the continued pressure on these 

groups. On the other hand, well calibrated operations would bring them to 
negotiations and will compel them to surrender. 

In the absence of any representation from NLFT and ATTF, entire material 
placed by the Central Government as well as State Government including 

the depositions of their witnesses remain un-re butted and is taken as 
having been proved. 

The witnesses have mentioned various incidents of violence, details of 
which are already noted above, which are sufficient proof of activities of 
NLFT and ATTF of not only spreading terror among the local inhabitants, 
through systematic attempts of subverting the law of the land, but also of 
posing a grave threat to the national security and integrity of India and 
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thereby justifying the issuance of the Notification dated 03*^^ October, 2011 
declaring the NLFT and ATTF as unlawful associations. 

After considering the aforesaid material placed on record and the arguments 
advanced by learned counsel for the State as well as the Union of India, this 
Tribunal is satisfied that the opinion formed by the Central Government 
resulting in issuance of the Notification dated 03.10.2011 is based on cogent 
and relevant material justifying iexercise of its power under Section 3(1) of 
the Act by declaring NLFT and ATTF as Unlawful Associations. The grounds 
v^ich are stated in the Notification have been duly supported by the 
material and documents on record. 

This Tribunal is of the opinion that there is sufficient material to justify that 
the ban imposed earlier should continue, to check and control the unlawful 
activities of the NLFT and ATTF. Despite Notifications being issued since 3^^ 
April, 1997 onwards declaring them to be Unlawful Associations, they are 
continuing their unlawful activities. 

Predicated on the material presented before the Tribunal, I am satisfied 
that the Central Government is justified in arriving at the conclusion that 
NLFT and ATTF continues to remain strong separatist terrorist movement. In 
this analysis this Tribunal confirms the declaration made by the Central 
Government vide Notification S.O. 2299 (E) dated 03*^^ October, 2011.
